2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The present invention relates to a cosmetic case including a refill container, with a 
second cover which has a valve composed of a tension plate equipped with a protrusion 
portion and a second ventilating opening; and a first ventilating opening opened or 
closed by said protrusion portion under said valve. The present invention is provided to 
discharge or block air in the refill container by opening or closing the second cover, 
thereby securing the cosmetic product therein safely.

(2) Novelty and Inventive Step 

D1 relates to an airtight cosmetic compact wherein a cosmetic receptacle in a body is 
airtightly sealed with a lid attached with sealing member, so as to enhance airtightness of 
a cosmetic receptacle and prevent seal deterioration. Said seating member comprises a 
united edge for sealing said receptacle and an elastic center controlling the increase of 
inner pressure in said receptacle, wherein an elastic slit changes its width depending on 
elastic deformation of the elastic center. 

The present invention is similar to D1 in using an elastic tension plate in a cover. 
However, the technical feature of opening or closing ventilating openings by a protrusion 
portion attached on the tension plate is different from that of D1 characterized in 
controlling inner pressure of the cosmetic compact by elasticity of an elastic center. 
Thus claim 1 and claims 2-4 dependent on claim 1 are novel and inventive under PCT 
Article 33(2) and (3). 

(3) Industrial Applicability 

There is no reason for denying industrial Applicability of the present invention under PCT 
Article 33(4).
